Ito teaches a motorcycle having the structure as claimed. The device includes front frame 
portions 57 joined to the cylinder portion at 63 and 64. The device further includes a rear frame 
52 and a radiator 43. It is considered to be inherent that hangers 63/64 include bolts. These bolts 
are considered to project inwardly. Portions 57 are considered to be convex upward and 
rearward as broadly claimed, since they include a convex surface.
